A CHANGED VISION 


‘A thousand Russian emigres have 
crossed the Frontier from Harbin into 
Soviet Russia. Letters from them to 
their compatriots left in the distress 
ed Manchurian city indicate that con- 
Jditions in Russia have been by no 
means unkind to them. Their 
example may be followed, especially 
by the younger generation of White 
Russian which naturally cannot find 
emotional or mental sustenance in the 
Veneration of institutions consigned to 
oblivion. ‘These remarkable dis- 
closures in the vivid despatch by this 
Journal’ special correspondent on re- 
turn from a short visit to Manchou- 
uo have aroused considerable in. 
terest. They inspire the hope that 
the plight of Harbin Russians may be 
mitigated without resort to the des 
perate expedient of = swelling the 
jexodus to Shanghal. Indeed the 
knowledge that the Soviet authorities 
are taking a sympathetic view of the 
Russian problem in Harbin suggests 
the possibility that similar tendencies 
‘may assert themselves before long in 
Shanghai itself. As this journal re 
cognized in discussing this matter 
few days ago, there are Russians ve 
whom any such proposals would be 
impracticable, unnecessary and un- 
congenial. That loyalty to prin 
ciples must be respected. Yet, it 
Surely ‘ig asking too much of the 
younger generation to expect it to 
‘endure the privations and, perhaps, 
hopeless disabilities of exile when. 
without necessarily straining allegian- 
ees, they can find refuge in the land 
of thelr “birth and the'r national 
culture. Much depends of course on 
the attitude adopted by the Sovies 
authorities themselves, but if Harbin 
affords any guide, that should not 
prove impervious to the processes of 
reasonable discussion and com- 
promise, Critics who object to this

It costs between 23 and 41 cents a 
word to send a cable across the 
Pacific. The press Tute between 
Canada and Japan is 32 cents and 
between Canada and England 5 cents 
a word. ‘The commercial rates are 
2 “cents and 18 cents respectively. 
‘The present cable charges are fixed 
by’ the Telegraph convention and it 
may be difficult to secure early 
tention to this undoubted handicap 
to business enterprise here, | Never- 
theless it is to be hoped that the 
various chambers of commerce will 
keep the subject alive.

Full Version of Interview Given by Major Gen. Tada

‘The following is a fuller version of 
the interview given to Japanese news- 
paper correspondents by Major 
General Hayao Tada, commander of 
the Japanese forces in Tientsin, 
which was reported in the, “North: 
China Herald” last week. 

‘The guiding principles of the at- 
titude of the Japanese Military ‘to- 
wards China, the statement opened, 
are based on Japan's great mission 
of maintaining eternal peace in the 
‘Orient and of emancipating and pro- 
‘tecting all Oriental nations from the 
‘oppression of the White races of the 
world, 

Bofore venturing to treat China for 
hher present maladies, he stated. we 
must first. know the causes of the 
disease, The Chinese people to-day 
fare a pitinble, cringing sactifice to 
the ‘relentless’ demands of hungry 
militarists and of Chiang Kal-shek, 
his Kuomintang and his own capit 
istic group. 

Political Failure

Nannin 

Self-defence, self-government and 
self-support are the keynotes in the 
administrative policy of the Kwangsi 
Provincial Government, declared Gen. 
Pal Chung-hsi, Vice-Director of Peace| 
Preservation in Kwangsi, in a speech 
delivered recently at the joint annual 
‘meeting of the Chinese Engineers As- 
sociation, the Chinese Chemical So- 
ciety, the Chinese Geological Society, 
the ‘Science Society of China, tne 
Chinese Zoological Society and the 
‘Chinese Biological Society held at 
‘Nanning. 

Unless the people can defend them- 
selves, they can not get freedom and 
equality; unless they can govern 
‘themselves, we can not expect them 
0 exercise their political rights effec- 
tively; unless they can. support 
themselves, there can be no proper 
solution tothe problem of” thelr 
livelihood, Gen. Pai emphasized, re- 
ports the Central News. 

To safeguard her existence in the 
present-day world a nation must 
consolidate her power of self-defence. 
So should China, if she wants to 
repel foreign aggression and win an 
‘equal footing in the family of nations, 
Gen, Pai emphasized, 

This is why Kwangsi_makes the 
development of the people's power of 
self-defence an important item in its 
‘edministrative policy, the general 
asserted. 


Hsien as Politleal Unit 


‘Turning to people's self-government, 
the speaker added, that in accordance 
with the bequeathed teactfings of Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen, the Inte Party leader, 
the hsien should be taken as the unit, 
for people's self-government. He 
stated that the political machinery of 
China is defective in its orjonization 
at the mosses. The hslen government 
as not been doing its best in organiz~ 
ing and educating the people. 

‘One of the main reasons. for the 
instability and disunity of China must 
be attributed to the disorganization 
Jand ignorance of the masses. 

In order to effect national. unifica- 
tion and consolidate national strength, 
self-government among the people 
‘must be promoted under the super= 
vision of the hsien government and 
Party authorities, he added. ‘The in- 
habitants in various sections and 
villages must be educated in the id 
‘of democracy and nationalism, 
trained in” exereising the 
fundamental political powers: 
tion, referendum, impeachment and 
recall.

self-government. There is a common 
‘saying among the British people that 
Great Britain might be conquered but 
not the power of self-government of 
the British people. 


Import of Food Stuffs 


‘The independence of the American 
‘colonies from British control and the 
subsequent establishment of the 
United States of America, in the 
opinion of Gen. Pai, was due largely 
the high self-governing power of 
the then American colonists, which 
they Inherited from their "mother 
country. 

It may be seen, that the develop 
ment of people's ‘self-government is 
ot only a means to internal peace 
and order but also a force to resist 
foreign aggression and encroachment. 

Realizing this double significance, 
Kwangsl is laying great stress on the 
promotion of people's self-government 
fin accordance with the provisions 
pertaining thereto in the outline for 
ational reconstruction of Dr. Sun 
‘Yat-sen. 

Referring to the question of self- 
support, Gen. Pai referred to Chin 
hhuge unfavourable balance of trade 
Jéuring the past decade. For the last 
three years, the average unfavourable 
trade balance amounted annually to 
































Pai, among the 
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{foodstuffs imported was estimated at 
'$270,000,000. In. Kuangtung alone,

Major-General Hayao Tada’ 
eight point programme, as outlined| 
in the amplified version of his 
Tecent statement to Japanese 
Journalists in Tientsin, is not lack- 
Ing in appeal to the practical com- 
monsense of the people of North 
China. It lays stress on fairness 
and impartiality, it displays solici- 
‘tude for independence and freedom, 
it disclaims a trade policy of ex-| 
ploitation, it advocates the elimina- 
tion of corrupt officials, whether 
civil or military. ‘These results are| 
fo be achieved partly by “strong| 
pressure continually exerted upon 
China”. General Tada wants to 
Judge policies by results and not 
dy the meretricious standards of 
personal glamour. He has no use 
for ‘ 
politician”; he wishes to. proceed| 
‘on the basis of Sino-Japanese 
equality. These admirable bene- 
fantly contrast with 
gloomy disbelief in 
the rectitude of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment and, in particular, of 
General Chiang Kai-shek, ‘The 
idea apparently is to make the 
North of China so happy a land 
for its inhabitants that the stimulus 
of envy will prompt a change of 
heart in the Chinese people at pres 
ent unable to enjoy the privilege! 
of such direct contact with Japan's 
military reformers, General Tada| 
4s convinced that the North of 
China offers a good fleld for these 
benefactions, because circumstances 
have given a certain freedom of 
scope to him and his colleagues. 
‘There is no reason to doubt. the 
accuracy of this view. Indeed, in 
some respects, General Tada’s dif- 
fidence is surprising, for the course 
of events suggests that obstacles to 
the assertion of Japanese will in 
North China have magically disap- 
peared. ‘The pessimistic note of his 
reflections on conditions in the rest 
of the country has, perhaps, inevit- 
ably mitigated ‘what otherwise 
should be unqualified satisfaction 
with the progress of his plans in 
the area immediately within his| 
purview. 

In the last few months changes| 
in the political situation in the! 
North have been markedly favour~ 
able to General Tada’s programme. 
‘The Peiping Political Councit has 
been dissolved. ‘The Military Coun- 
ell has relapsed into obscurity 
which seems to presage dissolution| 
at a not too distant date. The 
transfer of Chinese troops to other 
regions has been effected. ‘The 
Personnel of the local administra~ 
Hons has undergone a “purge”, 
with the result that those ad-| 
ministrations are now conducted by| 
men in whom the Japanese authori 
ties have justified confidence. The 
need for circumlocutory references 
to Nanking has gone. Without 
formal endowment with the status 
of autonomy, the North of China is 
virtually independent and, as its 
local administrators are com- 
Plaisently attentive to Japanese | 
Wishes, the Japanese military 
authorities have all the advantages 
of control without the disadvantages 
likely to attach to a_ political 
ascendancy expressed in precise 
terms. General Tada’s sage de~ 
endence on results rather than 
personalities leaves him a perfectly 
free hand in defining the relative 
acceptability of the local officials: 
whose conduct is thus subject to 
constant assessment in order that 
the eight-point programme may be| 
smoothly carried to fulfilment. It 
may be said therefore that the 
administrators are in a state of 
perpeltial probation which is ex- 
pected to give them the required 
stimulus to conform to Japanese 
prescriptions, the ultimate objective

With these impeccable ambitions, 
[General Tada seems to be unduly’ 
feast down when he casts his com- 
prehensive glance to the China 
south of the Yellow River. There 
“perfidy”, “immorality” and “poli 
tical failure” affront his sense of 
decency. ‘The causes lie in. the! 
Government's imperfect acceptance! 
lof the principle of Sino-Japanese 
jeo-operation. General Chiang Kai 
shek does not meet with General 
‘Tada's approval—at present. It 
is hoped that when the rest of the 
[Chinese people perceive how ad- 
mirably their countrymen flourish 
in the North, under the benevolent 
regime now to be rapidly brought 
{into existence, they will either im~ 
press on the Generalissimo and his 
colleagues the importance of un- 
‘equivocal co-operation with Japan 
for, convinced of the futility of such 
fan effort, range themselves under 
more amenable leadership. No 
pressure will be brought to. bear! 
‘upon them from outside. ‘The mere 
force of the example set in the 
[North is expected to move them to 
self-improvement. General Tada 
feannot be accused of mincing his 
words. Obscurity is not among his| 
titerary vices, if any. It is reason~ 
able therefore to interpret his policy| 
and therefore probably the policy 
Jot Tokyo, now that his wishes are 
known—as opposed to dramatic or| 
Ineroie measures. In the North 
events will be allowed to shape 
themselves, without precipitate!

THE SOLE HOPE 
Oct. 2. 

Sir Samuel Hoare’s letter to the 
[French Government in reaffirma- 
tion of Great Britain's support of 
the Covenant may prove to be a 
historic document. Had the prin= 
ciples which it enunciates been as} 
firmly upheld in the fateful 
autumn of 1931, the League might 
not have been so embarrassed to- 
day. In 1931 the League had not 
even to consider the application of 
sanctions. All that was required 
in the early stage of the Manchur- 
jan crisis was an unhesitating 
loyalty to the Covenant and prompt 
expression of faith in collective 
support thereof. The League 
faltered; the situation developed 
‘beyond ‘control. This evidence of 
the uncertainty of the Covenant’s| 
operation discouraged France from 
conciliatory courses toward Ger- 
many. From that reluctance 
|Germany's impatience grew and led 
eventually to the rise of Hitlerism 
land Germany's despairing with- 
drawal from the League. Watching 
this depreciation of the League's: 
currency was the alert mind of 
[Signor Mussolini. He perceived 
that the Covenant could not effec~ 














tively restrain the determined 
aggressor. He laid his plans ac- 
cordingly. Thus in a state of 


‘marked ‘moral deterioration the 
‘League has to face a crisis of the 
first magnitude. Great Britain's 
recovery of a more positive note in 
her address to foreign affairs has 
revived hope; the only question is 
whether it has not come, too late. 
‘A failure of the League to zssert 
its authority now might expose 
Europe—perhaps the world—to 
‘consequences of dire import. The 
‘break-up of the League has been 
predicted. ‘That might be too) 
extravagantly pessimistic a view. 
‘Tt must be remembered that, what- 
fever its shortcomings, the League| 

proved the focus of a world- 
‘anxiety for the development, 
of a real machinery of peace-| 
‘construction. If the worst came to| 
ithe worst, it would be unthinkable | 
that this ‘intense movement among’ 














jcognizance. There is sufficient 
moral force within the compass of 
the League to justify the belief 
that, if the Covenant be broken, 
rebuilding even “with worn-out 
tools” will be essayed and pressed 
to completion. Time is not the 
essence of humanity's striving for 
‘the good. 

‘Two things seem clear: unless 
Jsome magical change of heart is 
working in the background of the 
Fascist defiance, Italy is on the 
brink of an armed conflict with 
Ethiopia; that action will be taken 
‘by the League to be clear aggres- 
sion and will be so formally 
assessed. Rome's effort to represent. 








a provocative act cannot be taken 
seriously when the cold fact of 
‘Signor Mussolini's concentration of 
‘ever-increasing numbers of Italian 
{troops in the neighbouring territory 
is properly regarded. To the argu- 
ment that the savagery and ill- 
discipline of Ethiopian braves will 
precipitate hostilities beyond the 
control of the Emperor, the retort. 
must be “caveat emptor.” In home- 
lier terms, Italy will have “bought 
it” and on her shoulders lies the 
responsibility. Turning from that 
pitiable irrelevancy to the League's 
position, it will be recognized that. 
‘the crisis turns on the possible 
application of sanctions in enforce 
ment of the League's verdict. Under 
Article XVI of the Covenant, if a 
Member of the League resorts to| 
war in disregard of its obligations, 
as defined in that instrument, it is 
fpso facto considered to have com~ 
mitted an act of war against all 
other Members of the League. 
Those Members are, therefore, 
bound to break off all trade or| 
financial relations with the offender, 
prohibit intercourse of their nation- 
als with it and prevent other: 
nationals from such intercourse. It 
will be noted that this action is 
mandatory once Article XVI is 
applied. There is also the duty of 
‘the Council to recommend to the 
Governments concerned such mil 
tary measures as may be considered 
necessary for the protection of the 
Covenant. Broadly it may be stated 
that the Covenant prescribes first 
‘a boycott and then military action, 
the boycott being mandatory. the 
military action permissive. ‘These 
jsanctions may lead to war. It is 
not possible to be dogmatic on the 
point. ‘They might be gradually 
applied and the first instinct of the 
belligerent offender would probably 
bbe to refrain from accepting further 
Jcommitments. This restraint must 
bbe precarious and at anytime def- 
ite hostilities might develop from. 
sanctions whether “mild” or other~ 
wise. 

With this grave responsibility on 
their shoulders the statesmen of 
Europe have to tackle the problem 
‘of Italy's apparently determined 
contumacy. Great Britain, through 
Sir Samuel Hoare, has given a firm 
ead in favour of collective pressure 
fon the intending delinquent. That 
collective pressure will constitute 
‘a burden mainly on two nations: 
Great Britain and France. If those 
Members of the League stand 
shoulder to shoulder, the chances 
‘of reducing the crisis to simple 
proportions are greatly enhanced. 
France's position is diMcult. She 
has consistently stood as the firm. 
beliover in the League. Her anxiety 

jer the manifest weaknesses of 
its previous decisions has impelled 
her to provide against exigencies 
arising out of her own geographical 
and political problems. She sees 
her newly-formed friendship with 
Italy in jeopardy. She is acutely 
aware of the advantage of secur- 
ing British co-operation in main- 
tenance of the collective system. It 
is easy to point to the extreme 
danger of hesitation at this juncture 
|—history repeats itself with tire- 
some persistence—but, clear though 
|Sir Samuel Hoare’s pronouncements. 
are, justice to France demands 
recognition of a cruel dilemma to 
jescape from which past experience 
is not an altogether reliable guide. 
Poignant interest attaches, there- 
fore, to the present deliberations 
Jot the French Cabinet. Somehow, 
[despite the murkiness of the gather- 
ing clouds, it is believed that 
[France's shrewd grasp of realities 
will assert itself. “And if the two 
nations most dircetly concerned with 
the preservation of Italy's place 
in European polity are in solid 
‘agreement, it is even possible that| 
jsaner counsels may acquire ascen- 
dancy over Signor Mussolini's 
fervid imperialism.

ITALY’S CAMPAIGN 

Oct. 8 
‘The development of Italy's cam- 
jpaign in Ethiopia has yet to be 
Jcompletely revealed. The capture 
Jof Adowa has been effected accord- 
ing to long-laid plans. Its senti- 
mental significance for Italy is 
great. How far it is of real import- 
‘ance from a military point of view 
jean be judged only when the 
strategy of the Italian General Staff 
finds clearer expression. The open- 
Sing stages of the war have been 
marked by familiar — episodes. 
Rumour, ever more active than in- 
{tclligence reports, has contradicted 
itself several times. Accounts of 
desperate fighting have to be dis 
counted until accepted figures of 
the casualties are available. The 
juncertainty of the means of com- 
munication leads to a possibly 
‘genuine misreading of events. An 
‘outpost brush becomes magaified 
into an engagement. One side 
Jdcliberately withdraws from a 
‘certain point; its occupation im- 
‘mediately is hailed as a significant 
victory by the other. In addition’ 
misuse of the Red Cross flag is: 
alleged against the Ethiopians by’ 
[the Italians who, in their turn, are 
accused of bombing hospitals’ and’ 
killing women and children from. 
the air. All that emerges from the 
shadowy realm in which specul 
tion, propaganda and mystification. 
are mingled with a grain or two of 
reliable information. The Itaiians 
have a preponderating advantage 
in the perfection of their modern 
military machine. Not the least is 
thelr possession of overwhelming. 
Jdominance of the air. With vir~ 
tually no opposition their aireraft 
can reduce the Bthiopians’ con- 
jecalment of movements to the 
barest minimum. There is nothit 
to prevent the organization of 
methodical advance, rectified 
jeach turn by the careful observa~ 
tions of reconnoitring airmen. On 
the other hand the Ethiopians’ lack. 
lof air-power enables the Italians to 
preserve an almost impenetrable 
secrecy regarding their prepars 
tions. ‘This is of special importance 
In the maintenance of communica~ 
tions and the unbroken provision of 
supplies for keeping the troops in 
condition and thus mitigating the 
‘grim asperities of the climate and 
terrain. 

Obviously the Ethiopian plan of 
campaign will be based on guer- 
rilla tactics. Massed formations 
‘will be fatal, although at certain 
ikey positions strong concentrations | 
jwill be necessary. ‘The element of| 
time is on the side of Ethiopia. If 
the Italian machine can be 
Jdown by the recognized technique 
Jof guerrilla warfare, then the 
lengthening of the campaign may. 
[bring the unhealthy summer to the 
rescue of the defenders. It is far too 
early to judge whether the margin 
fof Italian superiority in material 
and staff work is great enough to 
jeliminate even that advantage from 
Ethiopia's possession. Eye-witness 
accounts of the fighting are not at 
present available. ‘The war cor- 
respondents, once again, 
jcarefully shepherded in places con- 
venient to either side. Assessment 
lof the fighting capacity of either| 
jside can only be achieved by pro- 
cesses of deduction when established | 
facts are disclosed. That cannot 
be an immediate event. That the 
lopening stages have been in favour 
Jof the Italians seems plain. If it 
had been otherwise, then there 
would be something seriously 
jwrong with the invaders General 
Staff. It has had many months of 
preparation. It has been able, 
Jwithout any hindrance and in 
jelaborately guarded privacy, to 
Jorganize its striking forces and to 
Jensure their support by a perfectly 
lequipped system of communications. 
JAlthough the general idea of the 
fadvance must have been obvious, 
its actual expression could retain

‘Somaliland General Graziana is re~ 
ported to be launching an invasion 
fon a wide front. His troops have 
at once captured Dolo which is near 
the point of contact of Abyssinia, 
Kenya and Italian Somaliland and 
must be an important point in pro- 
tection of the invaders’ left flank. 
General Graziana’s objective is 
supposed to be Harar, but he hi 
yet to show how he’ proposes 
approach it. Early cables have 
spoken of an Italian concentration 
round Mt, Mussa Ali in the triangle 
made by the boundaries of Eritrea, 
French Somaliland and the Abys- 
sinian province of Danakil. At 
‘Assab the Italians have created a 
specially formidable base and it is 
possible that plans are there being 
devised for some spectacular air 
operation. At all events the Ethio- 
pians are reported to be giving 
special attention there to the 
avoidance of day movements, A 
fragmentary report announces the 
contact of Italian with Abyssinian 
troops at Gondar, near the Sudan 
frontier. If this is true the prob- 
ability is that while the frontal 
attack on Adowa has been pressed 
to success, the invaders have staged 
another advance up the valley of 
the Takkaze. Although for obvious 
reasons, it is impossible to arri 
at any’ very definite appreciation 
of the significance of the campaign 

developed to date, it seems 
reasonable to suggest that the 
general idea enshrined in the re- 
ported Italian movements is con- 
sistent with the objective of a con- 
vergence on Addis Ababa, The 
preliminary air-bombing of Sakota 
which is in the direct line from 
Adowa to Addis Ababa may be 
factor in the advance with that end 
in view. 


























CONVENTION OR CODE 
Oct. 3. 

‘The survey of the efforts made 
by the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil to obtain a revision of the Con- 
stitution under which it operates 
may be usefully studied to-day in 
the light of the widely-expressed 
desire for amendment of the Land 
Regulations. How has that arisen? 
It comes, in the main, from percep~ 
tion of certain urgent needs which 
‘the Counei! seems unable to fulfil. 
The inability is said to derive from 
the legal position in that the Land 
Regulations do not authorize the 
‘Council to take the action or in- 
stitute the measures required It 
has come to be an accepted axiom 
that the Land Regulations cannot 
be amended, for want of the ap- 
proval of the Chinese Government. 
It will be seen that this view is 
eminently justified by recent ex- 
perience, but that in the earlier 











‘wed |days of the Seltlement’s history 


opposition to such amendment 
primarily came from the Diploma~ 
tie Body, even when there was 
jevidence that the Ratepayers were 
overwhelmingly in favour of re~ 
form. The Land Regulations as 
they stand now came into force in 
1869, replacing the orginal con 
stitution of 1854. ‘The movement 
for revision actually started within 
a few years of the Settlement's 
inauguration on an international 

‘And when it took effect 
ultimately in the Land Regulations 
‘of 1869, the Council was confront- 
ed with yet a further demand for 
revision in 1873. So it will be 
junderstood that the records of the 
[Council generate a certain difid- 
Jence when proposals for revision 
Jare contemplated. Such amend- 
ments as have been carried and 
approved have really not enlarged 
‘the Council's general administra~ 
tive powers. Significant was the 
recent failure to secure the amend~ 
Jment proposed simply to change the 
polling hours in the annual election 
so as to make them accord with 
modern conditions. 

It will be asked how the Council 
has managed to adapt itself and 
the growing needs of the admini- 
stration to this rigid constitutional 
frame, The answer is clear: just 
‘as the conception of the Settlement 
‘was mainly British, so the Council 
managed to assimilate British 
traditions of compromise and prac- 
tical development of policy. The 
British Constitution itself hasnever 
been formally codified. Its elasticity 
‘has consequently been equal to 
the demands made upon it by the 











changing conditions ot the passing 
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years. Where obstacles have stood| 
jn the way, they have been cir 
cumvented rather than uprooted. 
So, the survey published to-day 
pertinently observes: 
‘The practices and policies followed 
by’ the ratepayers nd the Connell 
‘from the earliest days of the Settle 
ment_may be said, in many. re 
spects, to form the basis. of the 
‘administrative system of the Settle- 
ent. "They" are, indeed, almost 
more. important.than the Land 
Regulations themselves and it 
would be virtually impossible to 
codify them and retain’ their full 
Value and signifleance. 
Although, therefore, the Land Reg: 
ulations constitute the legal basis for 
the Couneil’s executive authority, 
‘the Council's administrative practice 
has developed by convention rather| 
than by code. This has been made 
possible by careful attention to the 
Fequirements of commonsense and| 
‘that realist attitude which charac- 
ferizes a business community. 
Especially in recent years it has 
been facilitated by the cordial re- 
lationships and spirit of neigh 
bourly co-operation gradually est- 
ablished between the three mut 
cipal authorities. Mr. Juslice Fee~ 
‘tham has recorded his view that 
it was 
remarkable that so much should 
have been ‘successfully accomplish 
ed under a constitution ‘which was 
Griginally framed to meet the re- 
Gulrements of a community > dit- 
ferent In size and character to that 
which has come into existence in 
the ‘course of that period. 
More changes have occurred since 
that view was expressed, ‘The de- 
mand for an enlarged Council, for 
faction in tackling various social and 
feconomie problems, for changes in 
representation and personnel, re- 
Inforces the ease for revision. Yet, 
looking to the history of previous 
efforts, it is dificult to resist 
the argument that revision cannot 
be regarded as an 














cll—and the ratepayers—will have 
to follow precedent, proceed by 
convention rather than by code and 
take all possible measures for re- 
form within the framework of the 
existing constitution, 

But the Council cannot afford to 
remain idle or quiescent, The status 
‘quo will not be effectively preserved, 
in default of revision, unless it be 
‘well-buttressed by alert attention| 
to the needs of the present. The 
appointment of a committee to con- 
sider the various proposals ten~| 
tively outlined in the press and 
elsewhere would be deprecated by 
those who know the practical dif- 
ficulties in the way of securing re- 
sults from such a course. Nor 
‘would it be timely to move in that! 
direction until the Diplomatic Body 
‘and the Chinese Government show- 
ed signs of a readiness to depart 
from thelr consistent policy of 
negation, ‘The Council might, how- 
‘ever, take guidance from practice 
elsewhere. The problem may be! 
‘analyzed under two heads: (1) re~ 
forms which cannot be effected with 
out the Amendment of the Land 
Regulations (2) reforms which ean 
be developed by practice and con- 
vention within the present con- 
stitution. The establishment of a 
‘dpeartmental instrument to study 
and devise measures under these 
two heads would be a concrete s 
forward, The “Reforms Section" — 
it could hardly be dignified as a de- 








partment in its early stages 
—would be required, on the 
basis of the material within the 


Couneil’s possession, to collect in- 
formation relevant to the actual 
preparation of a revised constitu- 
tion, Its immediate and more| 
‘urgent duty would be to review the 
administrative structure of the 
Couneil and the existing constitu- 
tional procedure in order to devise 
adaptations calculated to meet the 
pressing demands for reform. This, 
important work would embrace 
consideration of the various re- 
presentations put forward by re~ 
sponsible bodies in the Settlement, 
and also direct encouragement of| 
the co-operative

amination by duly qualified experts 
would probably show that  the| 
Couneil could do far more than is| 
fat present considered feasible in| 
reforming its administration—and.

‘The four distinguished experts 
[who have been invited to perform 
3 Telephone Tango in Shanghai will 
be forgiven if they confess to a 
certain bewilderment as they note| 
the reactions of the audience. The| 
lcombined influence of American, 
British, Chinese and Japanese tele-| 
phone philosophies will no doubt| 
keep them technically sane as they 
tread the measure assigned to them. 
The story. of their coming is 
simple, ‘The Shanghai ‘Telephone 
(Company, under the terms of its 
franchise, put forward early in the| 
year to’ the Shanghai Municipal 
Council and to the Municipal 
Couneil of the French Concession 
what was called an application for| 
“Adjustment in Telephone Tariffs 
as Provided in the Franchise 
|Agreements.” The two Councils 
feame to certain decisions which in 
the main met the Company's re~ 
quirements, but the pressure of 
Public opinion, notably in the 
‘Annual Meeting of the Ratepayers| 
fof the International Settlement, led 
to the adoption of a temporary 
revision as from April 1 and the 
‘appointment of special technical 
investigation of the Company's pro-| 
{Dosals.. ‘The French Municipality’ 
decided to Teave this investigation’ 
to its own expert. The Sangha! 
‘Municipal Couneil, taking the sense 
fof the Settlement’ Ratepayers’ An- 
hual Meeting, arranged for the ap- 
ointment of’ a committee of four 
Outside experts from America, 
Great. Britain, China and Japan 
respectively. "At the end of July, 
{twas announced that the Com- 
mittee would begin work in. the 
second week of August and that the 
four experts were: Mr. J. G. Wray, 
formerly Chief Engineer of the 
Mlinois Bell Telephone Company 
USA. Major H. Brown, the retir- 
ing Deputy Chief Engineer of the 
British Post OMice; Mr. Z. H. Hu, 
Chief Engineer of long distance 
telephones at Nanking; and Pro- 
fessor S. Inada of Waseda Univer- 
sity and formerly Chief of the! 
Bureau of Engineering and Works, 
Japanese Ministzy of Communica 
ions. The full committee met for| 
the first time on August 20 and 
thereupon settled down to its 
labours. 
‘The terms of reference had been 
duly determined. Briefly the ex- 
perts were called upon to report 
Whether the ‘Telephone Company! 
‘was entitled to an increase in tarits| 
ts from April 1, 1935 under its 
franchise, whether its expenditure 
‘was economical and justified, 
Whether it was desirable to adopt| 
The message rate basis of charges| 
for business or residential subseri 
bers, and what increase, if any, 
should be made in respect of (a) 
business telephones, (b) residential 
telephones and (c) other items in| 
the tariff of charges. It will be| 
seen that the experis have been| 
appropriately asked to give expert 
opinion. ‘They are concerned with 
telephone costs, telephone practice, 
telephone achievement and  tele- 
phone service in the light of the| 
contractual relations existing be 
tween the Shanghai Telephone! 
Company and the Council, as ex- 
pressed in the telephone franchise. 
Tt has been announced that they| 
have made substantial progress! 
with the inquiry and hope soon to| 
submit their report. ‘They have! 
received from the Council and the! 
[Company the necessary relevant in 
formation. ‘They have also been pre- 
sented by various organs of opinion. 
with a wealth of argument—ranging 
from the statistical to the rhetorical 
[tor the due examination of the 
problem as seen from that peculiar 
point of vantage popularly describe 
as “in the street” Impressed no 
‘doubt by the keen interest thus dis 
\closed, they intimated toward the 
end of September that they were 
‘also willing to receive suggestions 
from” “any properly accredited 
‘group of telephone users. 
The experts, in applying ther

unravel the complexities of modern 
Shanghai. ‘They may well retort 
that what Shanghai wants are not 
Telephone Experts but Psycho~ 
‘analytical Wizards. Can they claim| 
in advance immunity from the 
charge that as newcomers, rushing 
in where angels fear to tread, they. 
have had the audacity to probe the 
mysteries of that  remarkable— 
but mythical—entity, the Shanghai 
Mind? No doubt, with all the 
emotional irrelevance vouchsafed 
to guide them, they are able to 
form not altogether unwarrantable 
theories on that subject, but, being 
what they are—plain unvarnished 
experts—they can be trusted to 
refrain, if only because they value 
thelr present freedom to depart 
from Shanghai within a reasonable 
period of time. The day may dawn 
when Shanghai officially—atter due 
presentation and adoption of 
Tesolution at the Annual General 
Meeting in the teeth of the Chalr- 
man's opposition—will demand an 
expert Inquiry into its own Mind.

‘That biunt faci has| 
a double significance for  the| 
organizers of to-morrow's ccllec~ 
tion. Unparalleled distress among! 
fall “foreigners has deprived the 
‘King's Daughters’ Sociely of some. 
of their most generous supporters. 
Indeed the tragic cases now 
‘being tended by charitable endeav- 
Jour here actually include foreign 
families who, in the past, out of 
their superfluity, have nobly as- 
jsted Shanghai's good causes. 
This very extension of distress has 
naturally thrown on the Society so 
heavy a burden that, matter-of-fact 
‘and capable as its devoted women 
fare, some of them have been heard 
to wonder whether “we can really 
go on.” That despondent tone is 
quickly merged in the Society's 
customary alertness to tackle the| 
next case on the list, swollen| 
by the operation of ‘the per- 
nicious anaemia which seems| 
to. mark the present course 
fof the depression. But that it!

@ispute, which the Labour Party 
Congress "at Brighton gave on 
Wednesday, is 2 remarkable de- 


monstration of the unity of public 
opinion on the matter. The question 
has given rise to somewhat serious 
cleavages in the Party, but it was 
fot to be anticipated that a resolution 
in favour of sanctions would be 

by so overwhelming a ma 
Jority as 2168000 ‘to. 102,000. ‘The 
‘Speeches of Dr. Salter and Mr. 
George Lansbury in opposition to the 
resolution, in the brief form in which 
they are ‘cabled, do. not contain all 
the arguments which ‘those speakers 
undoubtedly advanced, but if, those 


standards of living which portic- 
‘ularly embarrass the distressed for- 
‘eigner at this moment. The process 
‘of correction is bound to be un- 
pleasant but it has to be attempted. 
Mr. Prevot’s observations should be 
taken rather as a diagnosis than as 
an incitement to criticism of past 
tendencies. For many, however, 
this corrective influence is at work 
by the sheer pressure of dire neces- 
sity. ‘The King’s Daughters’ Society. 
now appeals for assistance by the 
reinforcement of its resources for 
tendering service at its Con- 
valescent Home and Nursery, 
where the children of all foreign 
nationalities here are given care 
‘and the opportunity to regain their 
health. ‘The Society also requires 
funds for its labour in handling the 
humerous cases of indigence which 
come under its notice, either by 
the direct application of the victims. 
or by the unceasing vigilance of its 
Charity Organization Committee. 
‘As is well-known to other charit- 
‘able institutions, that Committee 
does valuable work too as a clear- 
ing house of information whereby 
overlapping is reduced to @ 
minimum and the good offices of 
charity are not abused, 

In making this appeal with all 
the foree which this journal can 
‘command, it is pertinent to draw 
attention ‘once more to the funda- 
mental issues of the distress to 
which the foreign community is 
now exposed. The severity af the 
crisis is directly due to the economic 
Jdepression, but, with it, is the clear 
indication of the need for some- 
thing more than the operation of 
charitable relief, vital though that, 
be and immediate its demands. 
Even when this depression has shot, 
its bolt and Shanghai resumes— 
as it must resume—its normal pro- 
‘gression to prosperity, it is open to 
doubt whether the labour market 
here will maintain the characier so 
ong favourable to foreign appli- 
cants. The change chiefly affects 
‘the Shanghai-born foreigner who 
‘would not naturally look outside 
this city for his or her livelihood. 
In occupations to which in the past. 
the foreigner has been able to turn 

confidence, there will bo an 
ever-increasing tendency to employ 
Chinese tatent, as the result of the 
development of Chinese education 
in western activities. ‘The course 
of current events shows too that the 
European or American Shanghai- 
lander will meet severe competition 
from the expanding population im- 
ported from Japan. Resentment at| 
this change is sterile and, indeed, 
unjustified. The plain necessity is 
to take it seriously into account, to 
review its economic significance 
jand to adjust educational program- 
mes and budgets accordingly. In 
this matter the foreign community. 
should have definite guidance from 
‘those who profess to lead it. As 
hhas been consistently urged in these 
columns for the last two years, a 
real effort should be made to obtain 
‘an authoritative survey of the posi- 
tion if the problem of the “poor: 
foreigner” as known to Russians in. 
Harbin and Shanghai, is not to be 
tragically extended to the other 
‘Western communities here. Mean- 
‘while the King’s Daughters’ Society 
can rightly that this new 
development imposes all the more| 
stringent obligations on Shanghai 
to give the collection to-morrow the 



























maximum — encouragement and 
practical support. Tt would befit 
‘Shanghai's grasp of realities if, 


when the day were over, a record 
figure of achievement could be an- 
nounced by the Society, 
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unreported were no more forceful 
than those contained in the resumés, 
the size of the majority is not sur- 
prising, It is not to be argued from. 
the result that the Labour Party is 
any more in favour of war than at 
any other time in its history, but the 
majority seem “o be firmly of ‘the 
‘opinion that the procedure suggested 
by Dr. Salter is likely to be unpro- 
ductive of any but the most disastrous 
results. Considerable effort has been 
made by certain of the big London 
newspapers to convince the public at 
large that the unfortunate dispute 
which is now perilously near war, is 
none of Britain's business, and that 
it should keep out of trouble at all 

‘Those national dailies “have 
failed in their attempt, proving, as 
hhas s0 often been contended, that not 
only do they” not always. represent 
true public opinion, but that there 
fare oceasions when’ they completely 
fail to move it. ‘The passage of the 
resolution considerably strengthens 
the hands of the government abroad, 
and if it helps to convince warmong- 
fers, that as a member of the League 
‘of Nations, and in concert with other 
members, ‘Britain. is prepared to go 
to great lengths to protect the peace, 
it will only have served its true pur- 
ose. 





FIRST ALARUMS 


Whatever indecision may have 
‘existed at Geneva in the early phast 
of the alarums caused by the outbreak 
‘of hostilities in Ethiopia, seems 10 
have been speedily rectifed by the 
official announcement from General 
De Bono. There should be no dif. 
culty in establishing the identity of 
the aggressor and the officials of the 
League Secretariat will surely not 
hhave to expend a great deal of energy 
In research on that aspect of the 
crisis. Disentangling the various re- 
ports received, it may be surmised 
that the Council of the League will 
proceed to name the aggressor and 
thus facilitate the operation of Art- 
lele XVE The decisions taken on that 
fssue will then depend on the nego- 
tiations among the various members 
fof the League—and perhaps on in 
quiries of non-Member nations—re- 
garding the application of sanctions. 
|The League's machinery will now be 
moved with the object of asserting 
the principles of the Covenant. The 
movement must be deliberate and it 
is improbable that. anything like 
swift action will be attempted: ‘The 
war-maker has over the peace-maker 
the advantage of irresponsible. free- 
Jdom. And it is still by no means 
clear that the application of sanctions 
will be formally approved by the 
League. 

















GENEVA’S METHOD 


‘The development of the campaign 
Jn Ethiopia is not as important at the 
moment’ as the marshalling of the 
League's forces in meeting the chal- 
Tenge to the Covenant. The proce- 
dure is rightly deliberate. At every 
‘stage, the Members in conclave have 
to be sure that they are moving in 
striet accord with the Tegal require- 
ments of the instrument whose aus 
thority they invoke, Thus there is 
no hasty ‘identification of the age 
fressor. That has to be established 
in proper form by a duly appointed 
committee. Moving as the League 
apparently is to the operation of 
Article XVI, it is now putting its 
principles to the supreme test. Tt 
must therefore assure itself and the 
world that the weighty decisions 
reached have behind them the un- 
Questioned support of its _ members, 
‘This has prompted the invocation of 
the Assembly on the members of 
which will be imposed the respon- 
sibitity of coming to the final con- 
clusion on the measures to be taken 
under’ Article XVI. Even now it is 
clear that Signor Mussolini still fails 
to appreciate the true significance 
of the the British attitude. Firm in 
adherence to the doctrine of collec: 
tive action and collective responsibil- 
ity, the British Government and. the 
nation behind it regard as impossible 
Signor Mussolini's contention that the 
conflict is solely a colonial affair 
affecting the destinies of Maly’ and 
Ethiopia and without any concern 

ith Europe or, indeed, Italy's own 
responsibilities in Europe. It is true 
that in Great Britain—as in France— 
there is a great reluctance to ap- 
Prove armed action in defence of the 
Covenant. So far, Mtaly's desire to 
restrict the area of confict has gen- 
eral acceptance. Yet Italy parts com- 
pany with her colleagues in the 
League over the interpretation of the 
aetual consequences of her action, 
They cannot endorse the view that 
the sanctily of pledges varies accord- 
Ing to the latitude of the region ¢on- 
cerned. Signor Mussolini frivolously 
ignores this consideration when he 
attempts to interpret British sollel- 
tude for. the Covenant as a foolishly 
quixotic protest in defence of an in- 























ferjor rece, Signor’ Mussolini still 
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hankers after an exira-League un-| 
derstanding between Great Britain, 
France and Italy. ‘This shows the 
extent to which he has misjudged the| 
whole tenor of the pronouncements 
made by Sir Samuel Hoare and M- 
Laval. He may begin to perceive 
the seriousness of his plight when| 
the effect of economic sanctions is| 
examined by his own experts. He 
will be wise if he does not pin too 
‘much faith on the evident strength 
of the present feeling against military 
Sanetions. With all the will in the 
world to limit the zone of the dis- 
pte, the mere acceptance of the need 
Yo Impose sanctions of whatever kind 
‘must expose the situation to incal- 
eulable potentialities.

SIR FREDERIC COWEN 
Sir Frederie Cowen, whose death 
is reported on another page, was one 
of those individuals ‘who showed 
reat musical ability at a very tender 
age. He had very carly in life 
‘showed some considerable attainments 
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at the piano, which he studied under 
Benedict, and though for some years 
he made public appearances as 

planist, that rapidly became subord- 
inate "to the greater inclination 
towards composition, which he first 
studied under Henry Russell, and 
later under Goss. It is on record 
that his first published composition 
was announced when he was six 
years of age, and after he had studied 
for some years at Leipzig under such 
men as Hauptmann, — Moscheles, 
Reinecke and Plaidy, he returned to 
England owing to the outbreak of 
the Austro-Prussian War, and in 1866, 
when he was no more than fourteen 
years of age he appeared as com- 
poser for the orchestra in an overture 
played at the Promenade Concerts at 
Covent Garden. Cowen was respon- 
sible for no fewer than five operas, 
a large number of oratorios and 
cantatas, a horde of ballads, artistic 
lyrics, anthems, part songs, duets, and 
a representative range of overtures, 
and planoforte pieces. He was in his 
time’ prominent as a conductor, and 
for his services to musle generally 
was created a Knight in 1911, White, 
perhaps, there ure others ‘of his 
Beneration who loom larger in the 
English musical world, Cowen will 
be noted for the altogether happy 
manner in which he displayed nis 
delight in dealing with fantastic oF 
fairy subjects; and whether in his 
ceniatas for female voices, his charm= 
ing "Sleeping Beauly,” his "Water 
Lily," or his pretty “The Butterfly's 
Ball," he succeeded wonderfully in 
nding graceful musical expression 
of the poetical idea.

It cannot be said that the trade of 
the port of Tientsin is particularly 
flourishing, especially the _export 
trade, which is practically nil, al- 
though a fair amount of cargo is 
being shipped to China coast ports. 
principally. to the South. Although 
there are quite a number of Chinese 
steamers plying between  Tientsin, 
Shanghai ‘and other China coast 
ports, the Chiria Navigation Co, seem 
to be making a bold bid for this trade 
with their fast and modern vessels. 
Shanghai, vid Chefoo, Weihaiwel and 
Tsingtao is well served by departures 
every Thursday and Sunday sailing 
from Tongku and the ‘Tungchow 
falling from the British Bund, 'Tien-| 
tsin, but she does not call at Tsingtao. 
Hongkong and Canton vid Chefoo, 
Woihaiwel, ‘Tsingtao and Swatow, arc 
well served every Wednesday’ and 
Saturday by vessels which come right 
up to Tientsin and berth alongside 
the British Bund. 

‘Tientsin merchants, especially Chi- 
nese exporters appear to be eiving 
thelr “preference to these British 
‘steamers, in spite of the lower freights 
offered by Chinese steamship com- 
panies.

nothing conerete has been arranged. 
‘The South Manchuria Railway Co. 
also are looking for suitable prem‘ses 
for a Tientsin branch office, prefer- 
ably. in the British or French Con- 
essions. ‘The importance of a 
branch office in. ‘Tientsin can be 
gauged from the fact that when the 
former Chinese Eastern Railway had 
a branch office in the French Con 
cession, prior to the  Sino-Soviet 
conflict which resulted jn the tempor- 
‘ary suspension of diplomatic rela- 
tions between China and the Soviets, 
it was quite a flourishing concern. 
‘They conducted all the bookings of 
passengers travelling to Europe vis 
the ‘Trans-Siberian railway, besides 
a large godown and storage business 
and insurance.

Sir Henry Pollock Thinks 
Rates Much Too High 


Hongkong, Oct. 3. 
Sir Henry Pollock, a veteran mem-| 
ber of the Legislative Council and| 
[chief of the “unofficial members” of 
that body, took the Government to 
task at a'meeting of the Council to- 
day for contemplating an increase in 
the Colony’s taxes inthe event of 
the Hongkong dollar falling below a 
reasonably high level.

Picturesque Career 


Peiping, Sept. 30. 

‘The death has occurred here, at 
the age of 74, of Admiral Tsai Ting- 
(kan, who was at one time Minister 
|{for Foreign Affairs in the old Peking 
‘Government. 

‘Admiral Tsai was one of the frst 
‘Chinese students to proceed to 
America for an education, going in 
‘the early seventies. He participated 
in the Sino-Japanese War, when he 
was in command of the Chinese 
torpedo-boats. 

‘Admiral Tsai retired from public 
life afler the death of Matshal 
[Chang Tso-lin and the: decupation of 
Peking by the Nationalists. During 
recent years, he has lived in Peiping 
indulging his fancy for literary work 
[and vublishing several volumes of 
‘English translations of Chinese pretry. 

The Admiral was an excellent, 
‘witty after-dinner speaker in English: 


Journey to America 
‘Born at Hsiangshan, in Kuangtung, 
|in 1961, Admiral Tsai received his 
early education in the schools of his 
native district and in the mission 
‘schools of Shanghai. He was sent to 

‘America in 1873, and studied at the 
Hartford Grammar School and. the 
New Britain High School, being one 
fof the first Chinese students to be 
‘sent abroad under China's modern 
‘educational programme. 

He returned to China in 1961, 
| together with other Chinese students, 
[following a memoriat sent to the 
Imperial Throne by the Chinese 
[Minister in Washington complaining 
that the course of study pursued by 
these youths included “Latin and 
Greek ‘and other unnecessary sub- 
sects” 

‘The Minister also complained of 
the disrespectful behaviour of the 
‘boys when brought before thelr 
chiefs, of their deplorable lack of 
patriotism, of their forgetting their 
mother tongue, and of other sins of 
‘omission and commission. 

The future admiral began his 
naval career in the Torpedo School 
‘at Taku in 1881 and, upon his gradua- 
tion three later, was made 
jcaptain of a torpedo boat. He was 
promoted to be commodore of the 
‘Torpedo Fleet in 1892, and took part 
in ‘the naval encounter with "the 
[Japnese in the Guit of Chihli during 
the Sino-Japanese War, 1894-95.

‘the unusual sights to be seen these 
days in Chungking is the smoke- 
stack bus. ‘The buses which run 
between Chengtu and Chungking 
use crude ofl instead of gasoline 
and, therefore, dispel a considerable 
‘amount of smoke. Someone conceived 
the clever idea of extending the ex- 
hhaust pipe clear to the top of the 
‘bus, thus preventing the passengers 
in the car behind from choking. 

‘And, speaking of changes, there is 
fone thing very difieult to change in 
Chungking and that is a ten-dollar 
bill. Because of the scarcity of silver 
doliars in the market, all transactions 
fare made in large denominations of 
Paper money, the small denomina- 
tions of $1 and $5 being given. out 
to the soldiers, Even the largest 
banks are unable to” supply sma 
change. 

‘A great effort is being made now 
im Chungking to suppress the sale 
‘and use of opium and all the smaller 
‘opium shops have been forced to close. 
Opium is still being sold. however, 
in the larger stores under different 
names, such as nan yao (south 
ern medicine) or nan (southern pills). 
‘Aman under thirty years of age 
‘must try self-cure; man past thirty 
years Is allowed, under special licence 
‘as an incurable addict, to continue 
smoking. ‘The steps taken toward

‘Travellers Vexed by Tax Collectors 

Tt was not long ago that a travel- 
er going from Shanghai to Chung 
king, Kalting or Chengtu had to 
undergo a series of about twenty 
Inspections and confront almost an 
equal number of Szechuen Special 
Inland Tax Bureaux, which are likin 
stations in disguise, ‘These  seriex 
of inspections begin at Hankow with 
the Chinese Maritime Customs, con- 
Uinue in Ichang with the Bandit or 
Communist Suppression Bureau and 
all points west with the Opium Sup- 
pression Bureau, Salt Gabelle and the 
Navigation Bureau.

The 
methods of inspection and taxation 
have been greatly modified and 
systematized, "Under the revised 
Taws, a party of inspectors represent 
Ing the various organizations and

fand taxes as the boat puffs through 
the Yangtze rapids. The tax, though 
amounting to the same, represents all 
the other “taxes” and your night- 
mare ends there. 

‘Army Relleves Unemployment 

‘The presence of Nanking troops in 
Szechuen has been a source of 
ployment for several thousand p 
sons. The tea trade, which is con- 
sidered the most important trade be- 
tween China and Tibet, has been 
practically at a standstill for the last 
three months, because the coolies 
have decerted their usual places to 
carry rice for the army at more at- 
tractive prices. As a result, there iy 
an alarming shortage of tea in Ta- 
Isienlu, and what will the Tivetans 
do_ without their tea? 

‘Construction of the airport outside 
ot Yachow is a big task. Several 
thousand farmers and soldiers ap- 
pear like so many ants crawling 
‘about. The task is enormous, involv- 
Ing the levelling of several hills and 
the filling of many small gullies; the 
result, however, will be well worth 
the months of labour.

Inaugural Meeting Fails to Arouse Enthusiasm : 
Japan’s Programme Outlined’ 
ose Oum Owy Comsroxoest 


Pelping, Sept. 24. 

For several months the public has 
‘been rogaled in the Chinese ai 
Japanese press with details of gran- 
lose schemes of Sino-Japanese col- 
Iaboration for the economic develop- 
ment of North China. 

‘The inauguration of the Hopel 
Beonomle Association which took 
place here at the Peiping Bankers 
Union on September 21 comes asa 
considerable wet rag to all this high- 
flown talk. ‘The mountains in travail 
would seem to have produced a 
particularly feeble kind of mouse. 
‘There are no Japanese on this Hopei 
Economie Association, and its pro- 
gramme Is limited to the very modest 
intention of “devising measures for 
the development of industries in 
Hopel province.” Certain persons in 
touch with these cireles are inclined 
to believe that the Association has 
been called into. existence by the 
banks here—most of which have their 
head offices In Shanghal—in the hope 
of thus being able to stave off the 
lurgent Japanese requests for capital 
which they themselves are unable to 
put up. One thing is very obvious: 
the development of industries has no 

jon whatever to the Japanese 
plans for the economic exploitation 
of North China. It is just about the 
ast thing that the industrialists in 
Japan would want: Consequently it 
Is not surprising to find the Japanese 
press throwing cold water on the 
Hopel scheme and criticizing the 
new association very sharply, even 
to the extent of accusing ‘it of 
being a fresh example of Chinese in- 
sincerity. 

‘According to what has leaked out 
through certain channels the Japanese 
have quite different and very clear 
ideas of what they understand by 
the economic development of North 
China. ‘Their plans are directed to 

lon, if not control, of raw 
, Minerals, and railways. One 
Of thelr main objects is to increase 
both the quantity and quality of cot 
ton grown in the North, through im- 
proved methods of cultivation and 
by Atnding fresh cotton-growing areas, 
whereby they hope eventually to 
make themselves independent of the 
Indian market, Similarly, the pasture 
Jands of Charhar and Suiyuan are to 
provide the feeding grounds for the 
herds whose wool will enable them 
to decrease Japanese purchases in 
Australia, ‘The more efficient and 
{intense ‘exploitation of the mineral 
resources is another important part 
‘of the scheme, Here, the fact that 
the majority of existing mines are in 
the hands of Chinese banks, either 
through mortgage or direct “owner 
ship, will doubtless be of consider- 
fable’ nasistanee to the Japanese in 
obtaining control over “them. The 
production of salt in North China has 
In recent. months also become of 
considerable interest to the Japanese. 
Hitherto they have been buying part 
of thelr requirements from Abyssinia, 
but now with the impending Italian 
control of that country they are seek- 
Ing for new sources 


SMR’ 


Such economic development would, 
however, be incomplete without the 
control of the chief means of trans~ 
port, the railways. For this purpose 
It 1s proposed that the SMR. shall 
take over and run the railway system 
of North China, and in return 
finance the construction of several 
new lines, The following possible 
extensions are already talked of: 

‘A line to connect the Peking-Sui- 
yuan line at Kalgan, probably, via 
Dolonor, with the Jehol system. This 
‘would connect the North-West direct 
with the ports of Manchoukuo. 

‘An exlension north from ‘Kalgan 
towards the frontiers of Outer Mon- 
golia, Under existing conditions this 
could only have a strategical value, 
nd would seem to be highly improb- 

line from Shihcblachuang (the 
terminus of the Shansi railway) to 
‘Tsangchow and thence to a new port 
to be constructed at Chikow, south 
of Tlentsin, cutting out the’ latter 
place altogether. 

‘A line connecting Chengchow (the 
Junction of the Peking-Hankow and 
Sianfu-Haichow lines) with Tsinantu, 
thus bringing the products of Kanst 
‘and Shensi to the port of Tsingta: 

‘The agency through which these 
various schemes are to be carried 
into effect would appear not yet to 
have been definitely settled. Two 
alternatives have been discussed. in 
‘Japanese circles. "One idea is to leave 
the development of North China in 
the hands of large business under- 
takings such as the SMR. and Mi- 
tsubishi and treat it as'a purely busl- 
ness concern. In recent months these 
interests have been paying consider- 
able attention to the business pro- 
speets in North China, and have been 
Sending ‘out survey :parties to Shansi 
and the Northwest. ‘ 





















































But those strange experts in finance 
and economics, the younger officers 


(dor the Kuangtung Army, have dif- 


ferent ideas on the subject. In ac- 
cordance with the nationalist-socialist 
ideas with which they are infected 
and despite the lessons of Man- 
choukuo, they are in favour of direct 
political and administrative control. 
‘Some time ago it was given out in 
Hsinking thatthe Kuangtung Army 
had arranged for an appropriation of 
/70, million Yen. for “certain enter- 
prises in North China.” Moreover, a 
[corporation called the Sino-Japanese 
Development Co, which was said to 
be merely a subsidiary of the SMR. 
Japplied for a charter at Hsinking in 
[July last. And on the 25th of that 
‘month, a Mr. ‘Takaki, a director of 
the company, called ‘a meeting in 

(sin at which a number of Chin- 
jese bankers, together with a repre- 
Jsentative of the Kuangtung Army 
fand the Counsellor of the Japanese 
Embassy were present. The proceed- 
Ings of the meeting were never 
divulged, but as no moves in this 
direction have taken place since and 
Jas_one has heard nothing further 
Jabout this company's activities, it 
ooks as if its operations had been 
held up for the time being. 


Financial Dimeulty 

‘The chief dimeulty with which the 
Japanese are faced in carrying out 
their economic schemes would appear 
to be the question of finance. Vast 
‘sums, of which the above-mentioned 
70 million would be a mere pittance. 
‘will be required for the develop- 
iment of North China according to the 
‘programme laid down. Where is this 
money to come from? The Chinese 
hhave not got the money, even pre~ 
‘suming that they were willing to put 
it up. There is no investing public 
In China, In our sense of the word. 
The development of industrial and 
other enterprises has hitherto always 
relied on bank loans. But the Chin- 
ese banks in the North have all their 
assets completely tied up in govern- 
ment securities and business mort- 
ifes and have no free capital avail- 
le of any kind. 

‘The Japanese themselves have not 
‘a Yen of capital for export. On the 
contrary, the investments ‘in Ma 
chukuo sine 1931, which are said to 
amount to 1,500 million Yen (actuat 
Japanese government loans and pri- 
vate investments) has so far brought 
them practically no return. As a 
result considerable opposition has 
been volced in Japan to making any 
‘further loans abroad in any shape 
whatever. 

‘Tho only other way by which Japan 
could provide the necessary capital 
for the economic development of 
North China would be, according to 
Jsome quarters, to link the North 
China currency to the Yen, that is 
to say make the Yen or, what would 
‘amount to the same thing, the Man- 
chukuo dollar the standard currency, 

id then supply the capital by a note 

fe based on the Yen. Such a step 












































would seem to involve further 
political action on the part of Japan. 
Before they were in a position to 





link the dolar to the Yen, it would 
have to be deflated to 1/34." This rate 
of exchange, however, would not suit 
the Japanese industrialists at all, 
having regard to their huge market 
in South and Central China. | They 
would insist on it being ‘limited 
strictly to North China. Moreover. 
{to be able to control the currency of 
the North and introduce the Yen, the 
Japanese would require some kind 
‘of separate government subservient 
to themselves, Both these conditions 
would seem, therefore, to point to 
the necessity for the complete separa- | 
tion of the five northern provinces 
from the rest of China. For the 
Jabove reasons there would seem to| 
be little real basis for the hopes | 
Jexpressed lately, that the there would 
bbe'no further political move on the 
part of the Japanese, as they would 
‘now content themselves with the ) 
purely economic exploitation of the 
North. Indeed, some observers who 
are in close touch with the economic 
situation in these parts even go as| 
far as fo predict that within the next | 
five years we may expect to see the 
formation of one complete and self- 
sufficient free-trade area comprising 
Japan, Manchoukuo and North 
China!

A Gruesome Ruse 


In the Tai YI piracy, she led the 
attack on the ship and, with her own. 
hands, shot dead the officer in com~ 
mand of the guards. ‘The story of the: 
plot in connection with this outrage 
reads like fiction, but actually it was: 
Jearried out with complete success. 
Tan Ching-chiao boarded the ship 
disguised as a forelgn lady carrying, 
‘a baby in her arms. She aroused no| 
suspicion and, ence on board, — was| 
‘able to distribute among her gang 
pistols and ammunition which she| 
bad hidden in the stomach of the| 
baby, which was a dead one. 

‘This incident led to a report that 
a foreign woman had married a Chi-|

A Pirate at 16 
‘The Chinese Pirate Queen is aged 
[31 years, and she was born in the 
|Waiyang district, where many of the 
Kwangtung  buceancers established| 
their airs. In her girlhood, she had 
remarkable physical development 
Jand preferred adventurous under~ 
takings to schooling. Running away: 
from home when only 14 years, sh 
joined a pirate gang operating en the 
nigh seas. Later, she became the wife 
Jota pirate leader, Hsiao Lung, and, 
when he was killed by his gang, she 
married his successor, Lu Ying. 

In 1029, she was apprehended with| 
Jother desperadoes by garrison troops 
Jat Walyang, but managed to escape 
Jand re-establish herself at Blas Bay. 
Vigorous efforts were made to re 
Jcapture her, but she proved very 
felusive. Tt was known that she lived 
Jn disguise in Hongkong for a period, 
Jand big rewards were offered by the 
Hongkong police for her apprehen-| 
sion, but she remained at large until 
she ‘made a trip to her native town, 
where she finally was tracked down| 
by secret agents attached to the 
Piracy Suppression Bureau.

PIRATED CHINESE 
STEAMER SUNK 


Several Members of Crew 
Believed Dead 


‘Shanghai, Oct. 3. 

‘A_ sensational piracy, ia which’ a 
steamer was sunk by the marauders, 
causing the death of more than ten 
members of the crew, was reported 
in a Chinese message received from 
Hongkong yesterday.

100 DIE IN FIRE IN

Launch Caught in Merciless

‘Over hundred lives were lost when 
pirates, early last Wednesday morn- 
ing, atiacked a steam launch plying 
between Canton and Hsilung.

Heng Sen nd, after sinking the 
vessel, kidnapped three officers.

At least, 190 persons, including a 
troupe of 25 actresses, » perished 
yesterday as the result of another 
‘Shipping tragedy in the Canton River. 
‘The illsfated vessel was the motor 
launch Sensen, which, while proceed- 

ié to Sheklung from Canton, caught 
fire at Tusbuho, near Tungkwan. The 
boat carried 160 passengers and 15 
crew, all of whom, except 30 who 
swam ashore in complete darkness, 
‘either were burned to death 
drowned.

MACAO’S GIANT NEW 
WATERWORKS 


Difficulties Which Have to 
Be Overcome 


‘Macao, the Portuguese possession 
to the south-west of Hongkong, will 
Ihave its own up-to-date waterworks 
plant by July next year. On July 17 
lof this year contracis were signed be~ 
tween the Macao Water Supply Co., 
Ltd., (Sociedade de Abastecimento 
de Aguas de Macau, Ltds.), to whom 
the Government of Macao has granted 
a, monopoly for the supply of fresh 
water to the territory under its 
control, and Messrs, Malcolm & Co. 
under ‘which the latter firm was 
engaged to carry out the construc- 
tion of the new Macao Waterworks. 

‘The new waterworks is to be built 
fat the most easterly tip of the pen- 
Insula of Macao, where a giant re. 
servoir, capable of storing 550,000,000 
Imperial gallons is now in the course 
of construction, The water will be 
‘stored above ground over an area, 
which when filled, would easily float 
one hundred of the largest shivs com- 
ing to China, 

‘An army of 1,000 workmen are 
engaged on the "new construction, 
‘and, to push forward the work with 
fall ‘speed, operations are carried on 
day and’ night; several miles of 
railroad track have been laid, two 
locomotives imported and dozens of 
junks chartered {0 transport plant 
‘and materials. 

Careful investigations at Macao has 
‘shown that the most practical means 
‘of supplying the peninsula with fresh 
water is to utilize the fresh flood 
waters, which occur every year for 
Varying lengths of time during June, 
July, August and part of September. 
‘The supply of fresh water though 
limited” in time is unlimited in 
volume, so far as the demand re~ 
quired by the populace of Macao is 
feoncerned,

Bank Awaits Appointment 
of Liquidator 


Following a, special meeting of the 
directors, the Thrifteor Bank closed its 
‘wo Shanghai offices to business on 
Saturday, pending the appointment of 
a liquidator. The following notice 
eared on the windows of the bra 
ches, at 100 Kiukiang Road and 774 
‘Avenue Joftre:— 

“Notice is hereby given that, in 
pursuance to the resolution of the 
directors adopted at a meeting held 
‘October 4, 1935, at 11 o'clock pm. 
the business and operations of the 
Thriftcor Bank are suspended and 
will remain closed pending the ap- 
pointment of a liquidator.” 
‘Throughout the day, depositors, 
mostly Russians, paused outside the 
two offices to read the announcement 
and discuss the closure. | Similar 
Scenes occurred at the bank's bran- 
ches in Harbin and Mallar, 

It Is understood that approximately 
$400,000 was withdrawn during a run 
‘on the two local offices at the time

extent to which the Council had 
‘acted upon the advice of the Rate- 
payers since the above memorandum

DR. H. MUELLER IN 
SHANGHAI 


Return to Peiping by Plane: 
His Story 


Dr, Herbert Mueller who with the’ 
late Mr. Gareth Jones, was captured 
by" bandits but was subsequently 
released in order to negotiate for 
ransom money, aid a brief visit 
to Shanghai on Monday, Sopt. 
30, He arrived here trom Nan- 

on Sunday night and yes. 
terday evening trom § pm. to 7 
pam. was the guest of Dr. Glimpf, 
whose house, 78 Canton Road, a 
number of newspaper men gathered 
to meet him and, in many cases, to 
renew his acquaintance. 

‘The ‘tragic death of Mr. Gareth 
Jones, who was only a recent visitor 

China and correspondent for the 
‘Manchester Guardian.” was the 
‘main tople of conversation. Dr. 
Mueller, without any restraint, retold 
hig experiences. ‘The general opinion 
anpeared 10 be that his knowledge of 
Chinese saved him from a similar 
fate. 

Dressed in a tweed coat and cray 
Aannel trousers, Dr. Mueller chee 
fully answered the many questions 
put to him. He is not tall in stature 
‘and thick set and wears spectacles 
He has a very ready sense of humour 
and, as the evening wore on, renin! 
Sconces of the past were cheerily re- 
talled. Dr. Mueller did not appear 
fo be at alli personally perturbed by 
his recent experiences, and at 6.30 
hhis ‘recent exneriences, and nex! 
morning left for Pelping in th 
CNAC. plane from Lunghwa Acro- 
drome. 


Courage Undoubled 

Dr. Mueller is known among hit 
friends for his courage. As one re- 
marked that day he was the firs: 
foreigner who dared to approach the 
Kuomintang generals after the Han- 
Krow trouble of 1927. Men. who 
were then under the direct influence 
fof the Russian communist party. 1 
was not dificult to realize the per- 
sonal courage of Dr. Mueller when 
he casually mentioned that the 
bandits were rather perturbed to find 
him running towards them whils! 
they were fring. 

Dr. Mueller himself is quite con- 
vvineed that the original intention of 
the bandits was to kill both him and 
Mr. Jones outright. As it was forty 
rounds were fired. three of which 
paseed uncomfortably clase to him, 
‘and only the fact that the bandits 
‘machine gun jambed, saved them from 
‘annihilation on the spot. He again 
confirmed that the route which they 
followed was pointed out to them by 
{the Japanese authorities.

he visited Nanking for a stay of one

NINETY YEARS’ WORK 
IN CHINA 


American Church Mission 
| Celebrates Its Birth 


Exactly one hundred years ago the 
first missionary of the American 
Episcopal Church to China was ap- 
pointed. He was the late Bishop 
Willlam J, Boone, p., though it was 
ten years later, 1845, that Bishop 
Boone made a permanent base in 
Shanghal. 2 

‘The American Chureh Mission 
fon Sunday observed the anniversary 
of ils birth by holding two. services, 
at 10 am, and 3 pm, at the Church 
‘of Our Saviour, ‘502° Dixwell Road, 
Both services were conducted entirely 
in Chinese and. there were many 
people present. 

‘The frst branch of the American 
Church Mission to. China was 
established in Shanghai on June 17, 
1045, Since its inauguration, 10,000 
persons have been baptized. Other 
branches of the mission are 
established in the provinces of 
Anhwel, Kiangsi, Hunan, and Hupeh, 

‘Bishop Boone died in 1864 and was 
succeeded by the Rt.

1| One-to-Three Ratio to Be 
Observed at Library 


‘The Library Committee of the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Couneil, in 
reviewing recent lists of new books 
Submitted by the Librarian, consider~ 
fed the question of the proportion of 
purchases of non-fction to fiction. It

National City Bank Review on 
Recent Heavy Importations 


2 New York, Sept. 29. 

‘The vast influx of gold shipped to 
the United States since the outbreak 
of the Italo-Ethiopian difficulties con- 
stitutes a menace to American 
economy, the National City Bank of 
New York declared to-day in its 
monthly survey of business condi 
tions. 

Gold imports for the frst 26 days 
of September, the Bank pointed out, 
totalled $82,946,000, as compared with 
{$45,083,000 for the entire montn of 
August and $16,229,000 for July, with| 
{$18,045,000 additional en route to the 
United’ States ‘from European ccun- 
‘ries at the present time. 

‘The Bank called attention to the 
fact that these shipments have in-| 
creased the net United States gold 
Imports for 1935 to more than $1,000, 
(000,000 and have raised the monetary 
gold stocks of the nation to more 
‘han_ $9,400,000,00.. 

“The ‘United States gets no lasting 
benefit from these gold receipts, 
Because of the fact that the capital 
may be withdrawn as rapidly as it 
is sent,” the report declared. "More~ 
‘over, the gold is not needed, and in| 
fact 'is a menace, as bank reserves 
fare already sufiicient to support a 
credit expansion far greater 1 
the United States has ever known. 

‘The additions to the gold stocks, 
the report continues, “therefore only. 
increase the temptation and the 
pressure to put it to inflationary 
ieee 








‘The report said that the result of 
a war must be "the paralysis of alt 
co-operative adjustment, the renewal 
of currency disorders and the further| 
Dlockade of trade, all tending to 
‘mutual impoverishment.”

Professor Barker's Comment 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonri-Citna Darty New: 
‘Si—I would much like to be 
allowed {0 support the very able 
criticism of “Australia and the Far 
East” appearing this morning on 
your Book Page. It is natural that 
Australia, regarding “a bird in the 
hand as’ worth two in the busi” 
should seek to foster in every way 
possible her relationships with 
Japan. But will it not be well for 
her to look both backwards and for- 
wards before committing herself 100 
deeply to her Japanese connection? 
It is not many years ago since Japan 
practically bought up almost the en- 
tire South African ‘wool production 
for the entire season: and’ what has 
happened once may happen again. 
‘Then it is no secret that Japan is 
seeking to free herself from. the 
necessity of purchasing materials 
‘abroad by growing these if not in 
Japan then in China, The present 
industrial relationships between 
‘Australia and Japan are just what 
‘they should be, but they are possibly 
not so permanent as’ Mr. ‘Clunies 
Ross supposes and Australia will do 
‘well to take this into account,

Shooting of an Alsatian 


An Italian who shot an Alsatian 
‘dog was sentenced by the lalian 
‘Court for China, on Saturday, to t 
Imonths “and twenty days’ imprison 
‘meni. Sentence was suspended for 
month, during which time he will 
hhave to pay the owner of the dog 
‘$700, falling which he will go to gaol. 
[The automatic pistol he ‘used ‘was 
\Confiscated, as, although he had 
obtained a French police licence, he 
had failed to secure a permit from 
the Italian Consulate." ~ 

The Court consisted of Judge R. 
Rapex, Messrs. C. Fumagalil and E. 
Colombo, assessors, and Mr. G. Borea 
Regoli, registrar.” M. d’Auxion de 
Rullé ‘appeared for the complainant, 
‘Mrs. A. Hannon, and Dr. G, Costan- 
uni for,the defendant, Mr. V. Collela. 
‘As various nationalities’ were re- 
Presented by the witnesses, the 
‘evidence was heard in French, Italian, 
Russian, English, and Chinese, with 
frequent combinations of two or 
more. 

‘The charges brought against the 
accused were that he - seriously. 
harmed a domestic animal, the Prop: 
erty of the complainant, and that he 
threatened Mrs, Hannon with his 
pistol. The latier charge, by com: 
mon consent, was dropped. 

Mrs. Hannon sald that she hod 
trouble about her dog with Mr, 
‘Collela on September 22. “At about 
'§ G'clock on ‘the evening of Sept- 
ember 24, she was walking with her 
two dogs, both of which were 
‘muzzled, in Rue Cardinal Mercier. 
Mr. Coliela appeared with two small 
Pekinese dogs, whose appearance 
excited one of the larger dogs, and. 
it made « dash in their direction. Mr. 
Collela drew a pistol, and Mred at 
her dog, which fell to the ground. 

Dr. F. G. Philipp, veterinary sur- 
geon, said he had examined’ com- 
plainant's dog, and it was his opinion 
that, although it was still alive, it 
would have to be destroyed. ‘The 
bullet entered its left flank, and 
leochetted up its spine, lodging near 
the neck, paralysing it. He put the, 
value of the dog at between $700 
and $1,000. 

Messrs. George Martin and E.| 
Jourdan ‘both spoke to having seen 
the dog. lying on the ground, with 
‘Mrs. Hannon lying near it. 

‘Mr. A. Peniguel said he was in his 
room when he heard a pistol shot. 
Running to the window, he saw Mr. 
Collela in the road, with a pistol in| 
‘his hand. Witness telephoned to the 
Police.

THE BRIDGE

‘The first time I saw a Chinese 
Jady in the long gown which is so 
much affected in these days in 
most of the Treaty Ports, was some 
years ago, when she walked along 
the bridge which stretched across 
the lounge of the Hotel Moderne in 
Harbin. It was worn by the wife 
of a well known diplomat, was 
made of black velvet, which with 
a pair of diamond earrings 
adequately set out the beauty of 
the wearer. The high heeled 
Parisian shoes, the exquisiteness of 
figure and the charm of face all 
went to make up a memorable 
picture, which was repeated many. 
times when the vogue became to 
be more generally accepted. 


But this is not to talk of her, 
though the charm of the picture 
will always remain. Our im- 
‘mediate concern is with the bridge 
over which she walked. Techni- 
cally a bridge is a narrow strip of 
carpet which connects one room 
with another, and though to the, 
puris: the stretch of material with 
which we are immediately con- 
cerned does not connect two rooms, 
but the reception hall and the stairs 
to the upper rooms of the hotel, it 
sufficiently fulfils the purpose 'to 
justify the appellation. 


‘There may be many more beauti 
ful hotel lounges than that of the 
Hotel Moderne. Indeed it might be! 
admitted at once that it would be! 
dimicult not to be more attractive, 
for this particular specimen, though 
it Is not upholstered in red plush, 
4s decorated in such a style as to| 
give just that impression, Red 
red leather, red carpet, red 
table’ covers, and’ the red. bridge 
fringed with a time faded edging 
of blue, all make one look sur- 
reptitiously around for the inevit- 
able Victorianism of wax flowers 
under a glass bell. They are not 
to be found; nor are there any anti- 
macassars: ‘just two small ingre- 
ients missing which would have! 
completed the illusion, Above the: 
fireplace is an oil painting of herois 
dimensions representing what 
pears to be a gentleman in bat’ 
wings carrying a lifeless young 
woman down’ a steep and rocky! 
declivity, Nobody seems to know 
what it f all about, and perhaps it 
does not matter for’ there are three 
other things which serve to attract 
attention, the lounge itself, the 
people who cross over the bridge, 
‘and those, who, passing to and fro 
along Kitaiskaya, present an in- 
teresting pleture of Harbin types. 


‘At the moment the lounge itselt 
48 absorbing. ‘There is an enormous 
number of Japanese in the hotel, 
and they and their visitors eprawi 
all over the few chairs and settees 
available. Others pop in and out, 
in morning coats, or evening dress, 
Sorgeous at times with decorations 
and. yellow rosettes bow cere- 
moniously to each other with a 
number "of genuflections which 
seems to increase with the im- 
portance of the recipient of such 
courtesies, and hustle on thelr way 
to one or the other function which 
the visit of the Emperor has made 
the order of the day. Japanese 
officers swarm in in their dozens, 
stern of mien and with clanking 
‘swords, the embodiment of a self- 
suffleient importance. Just across 
the way is a group of Japanese 
elvilians the young mother with the 
atest baby, swaddied in many. 
‘wrappings and for the nonce cradled 
‘on one of the seltees where the af- 
fectionate young father uses a piece 
of paper to keep away the very oc~ 
easional fly. Seated next to him is 
another young man in search of 
comfort. He has removed his 
shoes, and, with grey socked feet 
on the table, is taking his otium 
‘cum dignitate. A third wanders, 
noisily if politely, in search of a 
spittoon, which being close to our 
‘own chair makes us wish we had 
been seated elsewhere. 

‘A Chinese family passes thzough, 
the father of riper years, the 
workaday wife with her son, and, 
4a little distance behind, the younger 























‘The pale ivory of the elder woman's: 
face, with its reserved dignity tells 
little of the mental suffering that, 
displacement has brought about. 
She carries with her all the out- 
‘ward indications of a philosophical 
acceptance of the unavoidable, 
while the young puss behind her 
swaggers in all the crimson of 
cheek and lip, the glossy hair and 
pretty clothes ‘which announce her} 
for what she is,—the old man’s new 
darling. A prosperous merchant 
waddles ‘in, heralded by an 
advanced paunch which speaks well 
for high living if, possibly low 
thinking, and a ‘thin sparsely 
bearded aesthete drifts across the 
lounge to round out the picture. 

Sitting near one of the windows 
is a short man somewhat beyond 
middle age, strongly marked face 
Prominent nose, and bull neck with 
short stocky Body balanced pre- 
cariously on somewhat slender legs 
‘encased in narrow trousers. I have 
watched him for hours. A restless 
soul who sits awhile in his well 
tailored clothes, suddenly seizes his 
hat, disappears into the street for a 
minute or so, to return and enter 
into serious consullation with 
someone he has seen and brought 
in from outside or who has just 
drifted in to see him. He is more 
of a mystery than usual, for, unlike 
the average Russian business man, 
he carries no portfolio. 

‘Years of observation has justified 
the conclusion that no Russian ever 
considers himself to be a business 
‘man unless he carries a portfolio. 
Tt may not be stuffed largely with 
Papers to indicate a wealth of mi 
ters to be disposed of. 

It is just possible that it Is be- 
ing used to take home the weekly 
wash, but a man in Harbin with- 
out a portfolio, is a nonentity, a 
man who carries no weight in the 
world of affairs, a masterless man 
and eke a vagabond. There are two| 
of them sitting near the ghastly 
picture which adds to the gloom 
of the room. They place their| 
Portfolios on the table, draw out a 
few papers, and go into so close 
‘a huddle, for secrecy's sweet sake, 
that they may safely be said to 
consume their own smoke.

‘The floods in the North are prob- 
ably less spectacular than those of 
the mighty Yangizekiang. It is only 
a slow. but regular and unrelenting 
rise of the water. It is not the rush 
‘of one of the largest rivers of the 
world. The Blue River overflows 
and fills its valley with angry water, 
as yellow as tea, and seems to be 
like one of those pre-historic rivers. 
‘As. it divides China at the centre 
into two distinct regions, it forces us 
to pay attention. 

But, “in the North, the terrible 
Huang Ho is, stil! more  dan- 
serous. Its bed is not stable nor 
fixed; it is the grearest sorrow of 
China, as it_has always been ever 
since "2,000 B.C. Is the Huang Ho 
to follow much longer the course it 
opened for itself in the year 1852! 
‘One may doubt it, so dificult is its 
way to its mouth in the north of 
Shantung. It is blocked by its com- 
pact mud banks. We may expect 
that its last irrestible effort towards 
the South may force it to stray 
indefinitely into the flooded regions 
of Western Shantung and Kiangsu. 

‘One hundred and thirty kilometres 
NE. of Kaifengfu, an enormous 
break more than 200 yds. wide, ocx 
‘curred in the bank of the Huang Ho. 
From that break the yellow flood 
‘water came down and the break 
‘could not be mended and in fact, 
ig still widening. Gen. Huang 
Fu in Shantung took wise and 
courageous action to save as many 
£5 possible of the unfortunate popu- 
lation from that inrush of water, 
‘There are a few millions of them. 
Unfortunately at the beginning no 
Jone could foresee what was to 
happen. They though that the flood 
would run off and as there was no 
understanding between the Shantung 
and Kiangsu authorities, those in 
/Shantung resented that the Kiangsu 
people barred further progress of the 
food towards the South, but it 
should be remembered that the plain; 
fof North Kiangsu bring rich crops 
every year of wheat, beans, sesame 
‘oll “and ‘kaoliang. ‘Lake Waishan, 
overflowed. ‘The agricultural, popu- 
lation which had settled there, would 
not leave their elds until the 1ast 
minute and now theit crops, wheat, 
[beans and ksoliang are under water, 
which is still rising, covering all 
lender its yellow blanket. 


Dykes to Protect Plain 

‘Then took place a most astonishing 
Jeffort to build a dyke, that T ha 
fever witnessed.”

North Kiangsu Like Great Bow! 


Looking at the map it will be seen 
that North Kiangsu is like a great 
bow! the lakes inte which the Hwat 
River flows form the bottom of the 
bow. It should be remembered that 
every year the overflow of the Yang- 
tzekianig happens at the same time 
when the floods oceur in the North, 
then the Grand Canal already heavily 
charged with mud cannot drain this 
big bowl. It will be necessary to 
cut a direct opening to discharge 
these lakes and the Hwal river into 
the Yellow Sea, 

‘As the geographical conditions a 
understood, let_me tell you of the 
state in which the unfortunate popu- 
lation of North Kiangsu finds itself. 
They have not been able to. save 
anything in the grave disaster, Noth 
ing is left to them, not even thelr 
health. What an incalculable number 
‘f Chinese existences have been saved 
throughout centuries, on account of 
the good tea which they drink, so hot 
almost to boiling point. Now thé 
oor country people, no longer have, 
their life saving hot tea, and have 
hhad to take the muddy’ and cold 
water of the floods, Many of them 
are victims of dysentery and typhoid. 
‘They can hardly stand and there are 
150,000 to 200,000 of those victims in 
Kiangsu. ‘There are “two to three 
millions’ of them in Western Shar 
tung. Most of them are shivering 
with’ malaria, Very’ few are ul 
seathed. As summer is drawing to 
its end they will have to be clothed 
and famine is already there. Ve 
soon, as it has been the case 
where, they will have to eat only 
grass and the bark of trees. Let me 
Mention that even such poor re 
sourees is about to fail also. ‘The 
bark has been swelling in the water, 
































‘Trees Condemned to Die 


At the first frost in winter Jt will 
detach itself from the stem of the 
trees. Trees that have been for a 
certain time plunged into the flood 
‘are almost all condemned to die. We 
do not distribute money or grain 
ourselves but the people are given 
tickets which they may present {0 the 
‘grain stores and receive the equival 
ent in grain. Remember that they 
need very little of it every day. 
Three to four dollars a month 
enough to save a man from starvinj 

‘One morning, when we were about 
to start, an old Chinese came and 
begged to be allowed to go on board 
‘our junk. He was asked why he 
wanted to come and he told us simply 
that he had his son, 18 years old 
who was living attached to the root 
of his farm in the middle of the 
flooded “region and he wished to 
bring him a little millet for him to 
subsist. ‘They refuse to leave their 
properiles unless they are forced to. 
do £0. ‘They refuse, also, to believe 
cone thing which is'too certain, that 
the water will remain on the ‘elds 
up to the end of January. There 
will be no winter sowing. What is 
urgently needed is medicines, cloth- 
ing and money.

At the commencement of the de- 
‘cade 1905-15, Shanghai was subject to 
the influences of a war not of incon- 
siderable dimensions, that of her 

~ neighbours in the north and over 
the Yellow Sea. It consumed human 
life in number about equal to the 
entire native population of Shanghai. 
‘570,000 souls, as said in the previous 
riticle, “At the close of the decade, 
1918, another war, of a stupendous 
nature, had burst upon the world 
But this time, as far as Shanghai 
was concerned, the theatre of violent 
disturbance was at the other end of 
the ‘globe; neverineless, so enormous. 
and all-embracing a conflict as was 
the Great War could not but have its 
repercussions here. 

‘Before dwelling on the commercial 
aspect of our reat port at _ this 
period, and the statistical and finan- 
lal phases, ft is necessary to have an 
insight as to the evolutionary move- 
ments which China in general had 
been undergoing in the intervening 
period leading up to the close of this 
decad 





























adequate understanding of 
‘Shanghai's growth, its history has to 
be taken in conjunction with these 
much larger and primary movements, 

‘The impact of the Westerner, with 
this spectacular material success, pro- 
vided the people of China ' with 
cular demonstration that ll was not 
‘well with the governance of their 
Imperial domains. ‘The example of 
the Japanese accentuated poignantly 
the elfleacy of the “white” man’s 
methods. In the mentality of the 
Chinese, with their superiority com- 
plex, of viewing all foreigners 
barbarians, they considered that they 
should be’ easily capable of doing 
what thelr “despised” relatives were 
achieving.

rno need for the latter and the Chin 
people, with western learning, would 
become very arrogant and oust the 
foreigner. ‘This was a subject for 
much debate at the time among the 
elders of Shanghal. 

However, and in despite of such 
notion, In’ 1908, the United States 
Geclared Its Intention to return a 
portion of its share of the Boxer 
Infemnity for the purpose of enabling 
Chinese to. study in America. 
Whether this step was initiated trom 
a spirit of friendliness or from a 
policy of enlightened selfishness, the 
Consequences have been far-reaching. 
fs 1s to be seen to-day, in the good-

‘The torrential flow of Western 
earning gave impetus to the growth 
‘of publishing houses, of the largest 
being the well-known Commercial 
Press uf Shanghai.

HOUSE ROMANCE 


Shanghai in the Early ’50's with Peculiar Buildings 
and Costumes: Earthquake in 1844

‘A good description of Shanghai in 
the eighteen fifties is given by an. 
American traveller called Minturn. 
“At a turn of the river we came in 
sight of the foreign settlement, ‘ex- 
tending for a mile and a half or more 
on the left bank of the river 
fond a half a mile above it the Chi- 
nese city now came into view, with 
the countless fleet of junks whieh 
always lie in the river. Lower down 
were 20 or 30 European vessels. The 
houses of the European. settlement 
are all of large size, bullt commonly 
of stone covered with stucco, and as 
they are not crowded together, but 
each residence is in a spacious ‘com- 
ound, or square, which includes the 
stores’ and a large garden, the whole 
‘effect is very good. Before many 
fof the hongs, as the residences uf 
foreigners are termed, rose tall 
flagstaffs, bearings the lag of the 
power of which the proprietor: 
was consul. (Jardine ‘Matheson 
& Co. flew the Danish colours.) 


“The first buildings that we passed 
were the American Episcopal Mission, 
large white building, with a gothic 
‘chapel in its compound. This. mis- 
sion and those of other societies, are 
separated by a creek from the rest 
of the settlement. The next house 
was Her Majesty's consulate, which 
Jooked quite palatial, with its long 
Tow of great columns, and the fine 
gardens that surround it. ‘Then came 
the establishment of the important 
firm of Jardine Matheson & Co. 
(perhaps the largest commercial 
hhouse in the Bast) and those of other 
English firms, and last the two large 
buildings of the great American house 
of Russel & Co. In the midst was 
the Chinese Custom House, a regular 
native wooden building, ' with two 
lagstafts from which floated pennants 
of the Imperial yellow. Behind this

What is (0 be the future of Harbin? 

wwer to one who has known 
intervals during the past 
thirteen years is strikingly apparent 
during the first few hours of this 
latest. visit.

which they were displayed, there are|

‘and thus our path has been more 
‘or less marked’ out along the ‘lines 
of environmental sanitation, Tt may, 
T think, bya souree of pride to peo 
ple i. ‘Shanghai. that ‘a part-time 
Health OMcer was appointed in the 
year 1870, fve years before the 
‘consolidating Public Health Act of 
Great Britain was passed. 1 would 
‘add that the 1875 Public Health Act 
of Great Britain was contemporary 
with’ similar ‘acts in various other, 
countries, and T do not propose to 
make any statement as to which 
country was first in the field In Te- 
ard to such legislation. 

‘The first Health Omicer naturally. 
occupied his attention very largely. 
with environmental sanitation, since 
in those early days other measures 
hardly had been thought "of. Dr. 
Henderson, the first Health Omcer, 
inaugurated a prime measure direct- 
‘ed towards individual health, name- 
Jy, vaccination against smallpox, 
which was in those days performed 
in a Municipal Dispensary, and at a

accommodating infectious diseases, 
rental cases, and in addition, hhos- 
oitals provided for the Chinese and 
Indian police foree, and for the gaol.

‘the present. time represent 
the largest aggregation of beds un- 
der the control of a single authority, 
though I fully anticipate that this 
position will very soon no longer 
Exist since a large number of mich 
Digger hospitals are projected. It is 
probable, however. that the Muni- 
cipality ‘will confine its administra 
tive activities to the present group 
‘of hospitals leaving the extension of 
general work by means of grants to 
Suitable "institutions.

Ii was early recognized here that 
accurate knowledge of disease pro- 
cess and the sanitation of food ‘and 
water could only follow on accurate 
bacteriological knowledge. The lab- 
oratory, it is true, was only. fully 
established in 1898, but previous to 
that bacteriological’ work’ had bee! 
performed ina sporadic. fashion as 
and when it was considered that 
knowledge could not be obtained 
without ‘the ald of bacteriological 
research, : 

Tn 1885 Drs. Macleod and Milles 
investigated the cholera vibrio here 
and took their cultures to. Prot. 
Koch's own laboratory in Berlin, 
thus showing that even at that time 
Shanghai was distinetly alive to the| 
necessity for’ accurate’ seiemtifie in= 
formation. In addition, at a far 
earlier date the disease’ of cattle, 
Known as rinderpest, (or in those 
days Steppe Murrain) had been 
thoroughly verified by zending speci- 
‘mens back to England where they 
were investigated by Prof. John 
Gamgee and Dr. Duguid, with the 
result that the presence of rinderpest 
(hitherto unsuspected in China) was, 
for the first tte, verified, 

For many years the | Municipal 
laboratory was practically the only 
Institution in which selentiAe bacte- 
rlological researches were performed 
in this part of the vorld. During 
the last few years, as you all know, 
it has been | completely dethroned 
but we view this change without the 
slightest anxiety or envy. In regard 
to laboratories, the fecling of the 
Health Department ig “the more the 
merrier" and by handing over as 
freely as possible any pure research 
‘material to those who are not 
necessarily overburdened. by routine 
work, we have been able to con- 
centrate on food products, milk, ice| 
ercom, tee drinks, ete.

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OBSTACLES TO LAND REGULATION REVISION 


History of the Settlement’s Constitution Shows 
Difficulty of Remedying Defects 


In view of the suggestions that 
steps should be taken to secure 
revision of the Land Regulations in 
order to carry out certain reforms 
fn the constitution and administra~ 
tlon of the International Settlement 
of Shanghai, it may be useful to 
eonsider the history of those Regu- 
Jallons in the light of attempts made 
to secure their revision since they 
came Into existence. 

‘The first Land Regulations which 
je the former British Settlement 
‘character of an International 
Settlement were the Land Regula- 
tions of 1854, ‘They thus xeplaced 
the Land Regulations of 1845 which 
applied solely to the Settlement in 
ite character as a British Settlement. 
‘The Regulations of | 1854 were 
adopted ata meeting presided over 
by Mr. Rutherford Alcock and 
brought’ into force with the _ap- 
proval of the Consuls | of Great 
Britain, “France, and the United 
States, It should be explained that 
after 1845 an American Settlement 
‘and a French Settlement were est- 
‘ablished roughly on the same lines 
fag Indicated in the Land Regulations 
of that year. But "the American 
Settlement was i 1863 amalgamated 
with the former British Settlement. 
‘The plan for amalgamating the 
French Settlement with the. other 
two at one time was agreed upon 
by. the local representatives of the 
various Powers, ‘but it failed to re- 
ceive the sanction of French 
Government, which ultimately re- 
tained. special Jurisdiction over the 
French Settlement, establishing for it 
fa separate system of municipal gov- 
ernment, and It-came to be known 
fas the Prench Concession. 


Defects Seen 

‘Tho Land Regulations of 1854 
‘were soon perceived 10 be defective 
and inadequate in’ many respects. 
Discussions took place between the 
Council of the Settlement and the 
Consuls, and also between the British 
Consul ‘and the British Minister and 
other foreign ministers at Peking. 
‘Asa result of these discussions it 
‘was generally agreed that a revision 
of the Land Regulations was desir- 
able. In March, 1863, the Councit 
formed a special committee to un- 
dertake the revision, but it falled to 
‘accomplish its task and a new com- 
mittee was appointed in 1804, ‘This 
committee drafted propased| Land 
Regulations. which were forwarded 

















to the ministers at Peking through 
‘the prescribed channels and received 
the approval of the foreign Powers 





in 1869. ‘These Regulations had pre- 
viously been formally approved by 
‘the Land Renters at a public meet- 
Ing held in March 1866. 

‘Records do not seem to show wheth~ 
er these Regulations of 1869 ever 
Fecelved the “expressed approval of 
‘the Chinese Government. Subsequent 
events, however, indicated that the 
Chinese Government at Peking ac- 
quiesced in the Regulations, which 
were enforced and took due effect 
for a considerable number of years 
afler approval by the foreign minis- 
ters. SUil, they were not satisfac~ 
tory, and a meeting of ratepayers, in 
1878, resolve% to appoint yet another 








committee to revise the Land Reg 
wlations of 1869, The committee 
was a 





in 
the idea of revision did not commend 
Mwelf to the meeting of ratepayers 
and in May, 1875, the matter was 
dropped. 
Shelved Until Out of Date 

‘A new committee was formed in 
1879, again by the Council. This 
committee submitted a brief report 
to the ratepayers in February 1890. 
A further report was also submitted 
to a. special, meeting of ratepayers 
held. on several consecutive days at 
the end of February and the first 
week of March 1881. On March 30, 
1881, & special meeting of ratepayers 
‘approved the revised | Regulations 
proposed by the committee. The 
Propesed revision was submitted to 
the ministers of the Treaty Powers 
in June, 1681. ‘The ministers took 
thelr time in considering these Regu- 
lations and even suggested certain 
alterations which were duly adopt- 
ed. by the ratepayers in February 
1803. “In Spite of this, however, the 
alterations appear to have been 
recelved with disfavour and the 
revision was shelved until 1896. It 
was then recognized that the new 
code which had been adopted, sub- 
mitted for approval, but not put into 
force, was ilselt out of date. Pro- 
posals for a further revision” were 
fade and carried ut a ratepayers’ 
meeting on March 10, 1696. Again 
the Council was baulked, It received | 
2. very direct intimation that it 
would be extremely dimcult, if not 
impossible, to secure the ratifcation 
of the ministers ut Peking and the| 
Chinese Government, and the at~ 























In July, 1897, a sub-committee for 
the revision of ‘the Land Regulations 
was formed by the Council. This 
committee was charged with an am- 
Ditious task. It was called upcn to 
Graft an entirely new set of Land 
Regulatigns. Tt became evident that 
such a course would involve endless 
delay and probably end in ultimate 
failure, ‘The committee eventually 
contenied itself with proposing cer- 
tain amendments to the existing Reg- 
ulations, which at a later date were 
‘adopted. and ratified by. the ruinis- 
ters, and now constitute Sections 6A, 
6B and Regulation 30. 

‘These amendments, apparently, 
were not expressly approved by the 
Chinese Foreign’ Office. But” the 
ministers permitted them to be 
treated as amendments on the same 
basis as the Land Regulations of 
1809, which themselves were not ap- 
proved in express terms by the 
Chinese Government. 


‘Ministers Unsympathetle 

‘The Council's objec: in attempting 
to secure revision of the Land Regula- 
tions was to enlarge its administrative 
powers and to remove some 
of the ambiguities and uncertainties 
of the Land Regulations of 1869. Un- 
fortunately, it is clear from the re- 
cords that’ the foreign ministers in 
Peking did not regard with sympathy 
the efforts of the Council to enlarge 
its powers, Consequently, the failure 
to secure these enlarged powers could 
not be attributed entirely to the op- 
position of the Chinese Government. 

"The. Settlement boundaries were 
extended in 1899 and Land Regula 














tion’ No. 3, which defined the 
boundaries and limits of the Settle 
‘ment, was amended so as to apply 





{o the extended area. But no attempt 
was made to secure s general revi 
sion at that time. This undoubtedly 
was due to the fact that bitter e3 
‘perience had impressed on the Coun- 
Gil the conviction that the extension 
fof the Settlement would be indefinite- 
ly delayed, if not altogether defeated, 
if it were made te depend on a 
veneral revision. In 1018, Article 
6C, deating with the construction of 
new roads, was added to the Land 
Regulations, having been passed at 
a special meeting of the ratepayers| 
held on March 13, 1906. It will be 
seen, therefore, that it took no less 
than’ 12 years for the Council to ob- 
{in authoritative approval of a provi- 
sion ‘essential to its furfilment of its 
responsibilities for road development 
in the Settlement. 

In 1918 a slight amendment was 
also made to Article 19. By this 
amendment the foreign Treaty Con 
uls were empowered to fix the day 
for the election of the Council in| 
February or March instead of January 
or February. It is not unfair to} 
deseribe these amendments as minor. 
‘They were effected by following the 
procedure prescribed in the Land| 
Regulations and were approved by 
the foreign ministers and the Chinese 
Government after suitable delay. 

‘Amendments to the Land Regula 
tions whereby Chinese members were 
admitted to the Council and to the 
Land Commission are recent ex- 
omples of approved amendments, but 
they are so much within common 
knowledge that detailed reference to 
them is unnecessary. 

‘The net results of these efforts on| 
the part of the Council have not given 
‘any extension or ealargement of the 
Council's administrative powers, ex- 
cept the additional powers conferred 
by Regulations 6A, 6B and 6C in 
regard to the acquisition of land for 
Public roads, construction of roads 
fand so forth, and the powers under 
Land Regulation 30, which enable 
the Counell to make rules with re~ 
gard to buildings and the like. With 
the exceptions noted, the Land 
ulations in force to-day are to alt 
intents and purposes the Land Reg- 
tulgations of 1860. 

‘The practices and policies followed 
by the ratepayers and the Council 
fromthe earliest days of the 
Seitlement may be said in many 
Fespects 10 form the working basis 
of the administrative system of 
the ‘Settlement. ‘They are, indeed, 
almost more important that the Land 
Regulations themselves, and it would 
be virtually impossible to codify them 
and retain their full value and signi- 
fleance. 

‘The Feetham Report 

‘Although the Feetham Report con- 
taing valuable material for reviewing 
the constitution of Shanghai and, 
perhaps, devising methods of improv- 

‘the constitutional structure, there 
fe circumstances which render it 
Unsuitable for specific treatment in| 
this regard. To begin with, conditions 
have radically changed "since Mr. 
Justice Feetham presented his Re- 
port. The Settlement’s position hes 
een challenged from within, a deve!~

In scholorly and attractive fashion 
Dr, Allan has repaired an important 
gap in English records of Western 
adventure in China. The activities of 
the great Order of ignatius Loyola in 
the East have been so fully covered 
by writers of other nations that it is 
fortunate that Dr. Allan has conceived 
the idea of giving his own coun- 
trymen a coherent account of the 
Jesuits’ progress in the penetration of 
China, These great men—for great 
they surely were—encountered flerce 
‘opposition, surprisingly enthusiastic 
‘sistance, and were also handicapped 
at times by internal dissension, to say 
nothing of impertect appreciation of 
thelr need by authorities in Burope. 
‘The ceed sown by Francis Xavier 
bore splendid fruit, but the plant had 
to undergo many vicissitudes and was 
at one time in danger of destruction 
‘The Jesuits were not pioneers of the 
Christian faith in China, eredit for 
that goes to the Nestorian Christians 
‘who in the 7th century found their 
way here and in the sih century re- 
ceived imperial recognition. The 
Franciscan Friars reached the court 
‘of the great Khan in the 13th cen- 
tury. Among them was John of Monte 
Gorvine, who became Archbishop of 
Peking, or Cambaluc, as it was then 
known, and Primate of the Far East 
Francis Xavier, born in 1500, in 
‘Navarre, visited Goa in 1542, and in 
4649, from Goa, he and his com- 
anions reached Japan. His arrival 
in China took place in August. 1962, 
at Shang Chuan, but Xavier himself 
was ill-and unable to carry out his 
project of working in China. He die 
‘on December 3, 1882, on th 
of Shang Chuan, and his body was 
taken to Goa for’ burial. 

‘The real founder of the Jesult mis 
sions in China was Matteo Ricel, who 
Feached Macao in 1582 and proved 
himselt to be a man of great force 
of character, indomitable courage and 
many attainments. It wos Rieel who 
secured the imperial favour by in- 
troducing clocks to the court—artictes 
which he had brought from Nanking 
and also. delighted the Emperor 
Wan Li with various other gifts 
characteristic of the European culture 
‘of the day. Without obtaining en- 
trance to the court, Ricel managed to 
establish himself ia Peking. At least, 
afler many disappointments, he ws 
officially permitted to remain under 
imperial protection. Dr. Allan gives 
vivid account of the labours of 
these Jesuit pioneers in Peking. and 
the great assistance they afforded to 
the spread of knowledge and the eul- 
tivation of an interest’ In selence. He 
ums up this great missionary’s 
career thus:

‘a description of several. Kinds of 
rotozoa~the simplest forms of liv 
ing animals—up the ascending scale 
of life from worms to crayfish and 












from these to cockroaches, butter. 
fies, mosquitoes, bees. ants, snails, 
seacurchins, shes, frogs, ’ reptiles, 
birds, ‘manimals, and eventually up 
fo man, A similar path is followed 
in the case of plants. Beginning with 
2 description of some of the simpler 
forms of alzic, we are led to liver- 
worts, mosses, ferns, and so. finally 
to flowering plants.

‘The death at 86 of Dame Madge 





Kendal carries us back a long way 
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in the annuals of the theatre, especial= 
ly as she herself was the 22nd child 
of her parents. She began acting at 
the age of six, was only 14 when 
Jshe was given a leading part in the 
Bradford pantomime, and 16 when 
‘she played Ophelia in London. She 
‘married at 20, and thenceforward tL 
they retired ‘in 1907 “the Kendals” 
were a household word, frst through 
thelr long tenancy of the St, James's 
theatre, which began in 1681, and 
afterwards in provincial tours. They 
were never parted and although he 
did not possess her genuls they were 
truly a great couple, In some ways 
Mrs. Kendal might be placed above 
Ellen Terry for she had not those 
Personal charms which made every- 
fone fall in love with Ellen ‘Terry at 
first sight. But when Mrs, Kendal 
‘began to ‘act one was oblivious to 
everything except her extraordinary 
magnetism and ability, 

‘Her taste in plays might now be 
‘called Victorian. One obituarist says 
that she played in “The Second Mrs. 
Tanquerary” because Paula ended in 
disaster; had she triumphantly sur- 
vived her doubtful past, Mrs, Kendal 
would never have ‘had aaything to 
do with her, It is recorded of her 
that a few years ago she sald she 
was glad to see that girls had added 
something to the length of thelr 
dresses but was sorry that they had 
taken it off their backs. But Mrs, 
Kendal was the very reverse of 
lacking in humanity. and sympathy, 
‘and while she was very strict about 
the sort of plays she put on. She 
might have retorted that to havo a 
strict set of taboos gives enormous 
‘opportunities of humour and impish= 
ness (as her own acting proved) in 
pretending {o break them. That Is 
Something which the modern pr 
dilection for calling spade a spade 
‘too often overlook
